"Patronage Is the answer," said Governor 
Edison. "He has lost a great many appoint- 
ments under me. nnd I believe he will lose 
more under my'successor." Oovornor Edison 
■gives way Jan. 17 to a Republican, Rep. Wal- 
ter E. Edge. 

"In spUc of all wc can do, Washington still 
stondB for Hague appointments, and he Is 
still getting plenty of federal patronage. In 
{act, that's about all he Is living on now." 

While he declined to mention President 
Roo.'sevelt by name, the New Jersey governor 
conceded freely ihe Implication of a state- 
ment that he called "one of the most blunt 1 
have ever made." 

This Is slgnlllcant tor a number of reasons. 
Oovornor Edison Is a Democrat, elected with 
the suppott of Mayor Hague In .spUe of cam- 
paign statements, which he kept .scrupulous- 
ly, that he would not take orders from the 
dictator of Jersey City. 

More than thai, Mr Edison wiis a protege 
of President Roosevelt. He left the post of 
assistant secretary ot tlie navy to run for 
the New Jersey governorship. It was said 
freely, and never tiueslloiied that he did this 
nt the request of the President.- 

So here Is no ca.se of a Republican allempl- 
ing to injure a Democratic president, or even 
of a reactionary Democrat trying to belittle 
the author and director of the New Deal. 
Rather, here Is a New Dealer who likes and 
admires the President, but who also believes 
In democracy, conceding that one of the most 
vicious political dictatorships in the country 
has beea bottle-fed by the New Deal with 
patronage to keep It alive. 

The HogUG machine has been notable for 
. Its brutal disregard of every plank In the 
platform of modern liberalism. Its apparent 
Ignorance that the Constitution has been 
given a Gill of Human Rights. 

In spite of Its support from Wa.shlngton 
' the Hague machine Is slipping badly. 
_ "There are many Democrats In hiding," 
Governor Edison says, "ashamed to be Identi- 
fied as Democrats. Their Interest can be re- 
newed nnd reflrcd as the Hague steamroller 
becomes less powerful." The time has come. 



OLD SCAIIS AND NEW WOUNDS 

This war has already begun to send back to 
us the Inevitable sad procession of men who 
must bear for the rest of their lives the dis- 
figuring sears of battle, The bitter fighting 
that lies ahead. wUi add thousands to their 
number. They will be, as they always have 
been, among the most tragic victims of any 
war, and there Is little enough that any of 
can do for them. Bub at least wc can start 
thinking about our responslbilltlc3 to th'cm. 
And wc can heed the advice of a group of 
Army nurses who arc home from 12 Atlantic 
crossings In a hospital ship that carried many 
of these scarred and mutilated soldiers. 

The nurses told of the dread with which 
these men look forward to the first meeting 
with their loved ones. They urgently advised 
families to get a description of the soldier's 
wounds before they see him, and then to 
make every effort to conceal the distress that 
the first sight of him may cause. 

It Is hard to Imagine the depth ot anxiety 
In -which the soldier awaits such a reunion. 
But It takes no great perception to realize 
that a thoughtless remark, or n sudden sur- 
render to emotion by a mother or wife, coul'd 
inflict a deeper and more lasting wound than 
flame or shrapnel. It Is a serious thing for a 
family to realize how much this wounded sol- 
dicr's readjustment and whole future life dC' 
pend upon their first reaction, and the tact 
and consideration with which they try to re- 
establish his former way of living. 

And a lesser obligation rests upon nil ot us. 
Each time anyone stares with curiosity, or 
turns away with aversion, he Is reopening the 
wound and making It harder tor that dis- 
figured soldier to return to everyday llfo 
which he left as a hole and handsome young- 
ster. 

It will be hard to meet these men without 
sclf-oonsclousncss. It will be easy to see the 
scars and forget how they were received. But 
-we should all make up our minds that our 
duty of consideration to these victims of war 
Is not going to end when pence again becomes 
a habit and heroes are forgotten.

Eccretary Knoi muat certainly httTS ipoken tor the 
great majority of hla I ellow- countrymen when he said 
Uiat 11 there is any one theory which has been thor- 
oughly exploded bif evenla it Is the theory that mili- 
tary preparedness makes war.

While ho declined to mention President 
Roosevelt by name, the New Jer.scy governor 
conceded freely the Implication of u (itnle- 
ment tlmt he called "one of the most blunt I 
have ever made." 

This iB Blgnlflcant for a number of reasons. 
Governor Edison Is a Democrat, elected with 
the suppoH of Mayor Hague In spite of cam- 
paign statements, which he kept scrupulous- 
ly, that he would not take orders from tho 
dictator of Jersey City. 

More than that, Mr Edison was a protege 
of President Roosevcll, He left the post of 
assistant secretory of the navy to run for 
the New Jersey governorship. It was said 
freely, and never questioned that he did this 
at the request of the President, 
— So"herc ts no case of a" Republican attempt-- 
Ing to Injure a Democratic president, or even 
of a reactionary Democrat trying to belittle 
the author and director of the New Deal. 
Rather, here Is a New Dealer who likes and 
admires the President, but who also believes 
In democracy, conceding that one of the mast 
vicious political dictatorships In the country 
has been bottle-fed by the New Deal with 
patronage to keep It alive. , 

The Hague machine has been notable for 
Its brutal disregard of every plank In the 
platform of modern liberalism, Its apparent 
ignorance that the Constitution has been 
.given a Bill of Human Rights. 

In spite of Its support from Washington 
the Hngue machine Is slipping badly. 

"There are many Democrats In hiding," 
Governor Edison says, "ashamed to be Identi- 
fied oa Democrats. Their Interest can bo re- 
newed and retired as the Hague steamroller 
becomes loss powerful," Tho time has come.

OLD SCAItS AND NEW WOUNDS 

This war has already begun to send back to 
U3 the Inevitable sad procession of men who 
must bear for the rest ol their lives the dis- 
figuring scars of battle. The bitter fighting 
that lies ahead will add thou.sands to their 
number. They will be, as they always have 
been, among tho most tragic victims of any 
war, and there Is little enough that any of us 
can do for them. But at least we can start 
thinking about our responsibilities to them. 
And we can heed the advice of a group of 
Army nurses who are home from 12 Atlantic 
crossings In a hospital ship that carried many 
of these scarred and mutilated soldiers. 

Tho nurses told of the dread with which 
these men look forward to thcJlrst meeting 
with their loved ones. They urgently advised 
families to get a description of the soldier's 
wounds before they see him, and then to 
make every effort to conceal the distress that 
the first sight of him may cause. 

It Is hard to Imagine tho depth of anxiety 
in which the soldier awaits such a reunion. 
But It takes no great perception to realize 
, that a thoughtless remark, or a sudden sur- 
render to emotion by a mother or wife, coulcl 
Inflict a deeper and more lasting wound than 
flame or shrapnel. It I? a serious thing for a 
family to realize how much this wounded sol- 
dier's readjustment and whole future life de- 
pend upon their first reaction, and the tact 
and consideration with which they try to re- 
establish his former way of living. 

And a lesser obligation rests upon all of us. 
Each time anyone stares with curiosity, or 
turns away with aversion, he Is reopening the 
wound and making It harder for that dis- 
figured soldier to return to everyday life 
which he left as a hale and handsome young- 
ster. 

It win be hard to meet these men without 
sclf-consclousness. It will be easy to see the 
scars and forget how they were received. But 
we should all make up our minds that our 
dut^ of consideration to these victims of war 
Is not going to end when peace again becomes 
a habit and heroes are forgotten.

POST-WAR MILITABT BEttVICE 

Secretary Knox must certainly have spoken for the 
great majority of his fellow •countrymea when he said 
that It there Is any one theory wtUch has been thor- 
ousUly exploded by events 11 Is the theory that mili- 
tary preparedness makes war. Today we are fighting 
the greatest war In hbtory tor one chief reason, be- 
cause our obvious imprcporcdness for war encouraged 
reckless nations to embark on policies which in the end 
made war Inevltatile. 

BecretMT Knox would prevent * repetition ot this 
story by keeping America strongly armed when the 
present war la over. To that end he would Introduce 
a system of post-war compulsory mlUtor; training 
tinder which "every American boy, when he att«liu the 
age of 17 or IS, shall be required to spend al least one 
year In training on land, or at sea, against the pes- 
sibllity that some time. In his younger manhood, his 
services may be required to help protect the country." 
He believes that UiU Is an essential condition of Amer- 
ican aecttrlty, and he bellevea that the year'i service 
with the armed fortes can be used profitably U> give 
boys themselveea Incidental training In one or more. 
oltlU* or craft4 which will be tuttul to Uitm In later 
yean. Moreover, ha thlnka that the Um* to Initiate 
action on such ■ program Is now, rather than when 
tbtt war ends, 

Tbli Bflwapaper h»t maoy Umu expreued thi opin- 
ion that some auch ayslem ot military training and 
service will be necessary, at least tor a period of some 
years otter the war entls. His Ontljd States will be one 
ol the great nations In any new orgonliaUon estab- 
lished for the purposo oT keeplns the peace which we 
now fight to win. On ui will rest the moral responsl- 
bUliy of main la In! ng a latia tnough amy and navy 
to help sAn stretigth and authority to such rA organi- 
sation. For this purpose we shaU need many mote 
young men tor our armed services than by voluntary 
methods ot enlistment. 

From BTcry point of view It seems best to provldi 
these men b7 the sune demoonUo method of tmlveriol 
liability to servloa upon which we have relied in the 
emattaej of wu. It Is eauallr wise to make our plans 
lor such eervlce, now, well ohiud of time, so'tliat the 
soldiers who are Already In the field wlU have positive 
mssuronca that new and younger men wlU take their 
places, in such poet-war dutlei as the occupation of 
orerseas otitposts *ad atrKtecle areas, and so tfaat the 
Tounger men themselves will have a clear, view of the 
reiponslbllltles whlou their counti? Will expect them

As 
far OS I know, although Hltli 
many avenues of attack on tlio Jew 
In Qcrmaiiy. botli brutal and subtle, 
ho never hit upon tho device of pre- 
tending to love them and turning 
sentiment against them by giving 
violent offense on their txhalr. ^tr.
